Vitamin C May Be Cure and 


Preventive of Lead Poisoning 


Oranges and Cabbages May Aid Disease That Affects 
1,000,000 or More American Industrial Workers 


ITAMIN C, from oranges, cab- 


bages and other fruits and vege- 
tables, may be both the long-sought cure 
and preventive of lead poisoning, in- 
dustrial disease which threatens 1,000,- 
000 or more American workers. 

Apparent cures by the vitamin treat- 
ment of a score of patients suffering with 
chronic lead poisoning have been 
achieved by Prof. Harry N. Holmes and 
Dr. Edward J. Amberg and Kathryn 
Campbell, of Oberlin College (Science, 
April 7). 

Spongy, bleeding gums of workers ex- 
posed to lead hazard gave the scientists 
their first clue to the new vitamin C 
treatment. Scurvy caused bad gums, also. 
Vitamin C cures and prevents scurvy. 
Therefore they used vitamin C in treat- 
ing lead poisoning. It worked. 

Four house-painters who had used the 
treatment unknowingly for years were 
discovered later by Dr. Holmes and his 
colleagues. By eating a diet unusually 
rich in this vitamin, they had apparently 
protected themselves from lead poison- 
ing for years. Here was unexpected long 
time confirmation of the discovery. 

Half of a group of 34 patients show- 
ing lead poisoning were given daily 100 
mg of synthetic vitamin C in tablet form, 
but no extra calcium, for several weeks. 
With practically all of them, the Oberlin 
scientists report, there was a marked 
gain in vigor, color of skin, cheerful- 
ness, blood picture, appetite and ability 
to sleep well. The other half of the group 
continued their previous treatment with 
calcium gluconate to drive toxic lead 
into the bones and supplemented this 
with roo mg. of vitamin C daily. 

“They gained in health, but not so well 
as the 17 men given vitamin C alone,” 
Dr. Holmes and associates report. 

“The conclusion, supported by test 
tube experiments,” the scientists state, 
“is that vitamin C reacts with toxic lead 
ions to form a poorly ionized and much 
less toxic compound. Therefore lead de- 
stroys this vitamin, so necessary to buoy- 
ant health, while generous vitamin C 
supplements to the diet remove the lead 
trom the field of action.” 

Men exposed to the lead hazard are 
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advised to include in their diet plenty 
of such rich sources of vitamin C as 
tomatoes (fresh or canned), raw cab- 
bage, oranges or grapefruit, raw spinach 
(or even cooked, in very little water), 
raw turnips, green peppers and canta- 
loupe. Or they may take 50 milligrams 
in a vitamin C tablet as an addition to 
the diet. 
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Sulfapyridine Shortens 
Pneumonia in Children 


HE NEW drug sultapyridine appar- 

ently shortens the course of pneu- 
monia by three or four days when used 
in treating infants and children. 

Six Cincinnati physicians report on 
the effect of the drug on the pneumonias 
of infancy and childhood after a trial 
period at the Children’s and the Cin- 
cinnati General Hospitals, Cincinnati 


(Journal, American Medical Association, 


April 15). 
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Of 70 small pneumonia patients, half 
were given sulfapyridine and the others 
were used as controls. It was demon- 
strated that the fall in temperature and 
the clinical recovery were significantly 
earlier in the sulfapyridine group than 
in the control group. 

The optimum dosage needs further 
study, and the series of cases was too 
small to permit an evaluation of the 
effects of sulfapyridine in preventing the 
complications of pneumonia, according 
to the six authors of the article.

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Synthesis of Vitamin B, 
Accomplished in Laboratory 


ITAMIN B, has now been com- 
pletely synthesized in the chemical 
laboratory, Drs. Stanton A. Harris and 
Karl Folkers, of Merck and Company’s 
Research Laboratories, report (Science,). 
The vitamin which Drs. Harris and 
Folkers have built up from chemicals 
occurs naturally in yeast, rice polish and 
other whole grains, liver and certain 
other foodstuffs. This part of the vita- 
min B complex is known as the rat an- 
tidermatitis or rat antiacrodynia factor 
because rats that do not get enough of it 

in their diet develop skin diseases.

XYGEN tanks and gas masks are 
coming to the rescue of migraine 
headache sufferers. 

Breathing pure oxygen brings prompt 
relief from these prostrating headaches, 
for which no generally satisfactory treat- 
ment has yet been found, Dr. Walter C. 
Alvarez of the Mayo Clinic announces. 


The idea of using oxygen came from 
a layman, Charles E. Rhein of the Linde 
Air Products Company. For two years, 
Mr. Rhein told the Mayo Clinic physi 
cians, he had been checking the severe 
migraine attacks of one of his relatives 
by having her breathe pure oxygen.

frequently a mask for fantasies of om- 


nipotence and omniscience. 

A group of psychiatrists have been 
giving expression to values and _ tech- 
niques of thinking as they impinge upon 
present day relationship between _per- 
sons as individuals or as groups. Some 
readers of this quarterly, “Psychiatry”, 
charge that the journal is engaged in 
propaganda or has mixed politics and 
psychiatry. 

Because this conflict of opinion is by 
no means confined to either the limited 
held of psychiatry. or the broad field of 
science, the following excerpted  state- 
ments are good medicine for a mentally 
disturbed world: 

“No science of inter-personal relations 
can ignore such dynamic factors as striv- 
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ings towards truth, beauty, and human- 
ity. Neither can any psychiatrist avoid 
manifesting valuing judgments in his 
participant observation of his patients. 
He strives towards objective evaluating, 
as contrasted with the conventional un- 
noticed acting out of irrational preju- 
dice. 

“Propaganda is a powerful force in 
modern life; all the more powertul be- 
cause people are so generally ignorant 
of its techniques. The psychiatrist has 
to avoid the influence of pervasive propa- 
ganda and to remedy its more perni- 
cious effects on his patients. He must 
therefor understand propaganda proces- 
ses. Also, in so far as the psychiatrist 
is interested in hygienic reform, he must 
know how to make effective benevolent 
propaganda as a necessary preliminary 
to the spread of national enlightenment. 
If he cannot do this, he is impotent 
to deal with intrenched prejudice.”

@ “Powers of nature such as solar 
heat and the energy of the tides have 
been explored, but they require large out- 
lay for plant, they are necessarily re- 
stricted as to area, and are intermittent 
in action, so that they could not become 
more than ancillary to, say, a grid sys- 
tem. The production of electrical en- 
ergy from light by the selenium cell is 
still further in the background and suf- 
fers from the same drawbacks.
